Taking all that has been said above about Dakshmap itha and the 
notices or various places and countries in the peninsula of India, we can 
affirm that several Centuries before the Christian era the whole of the 
peninsula from Cape Comonn to the Narmada had been explored that 
it contained populous and prosperous cities nt that piruxl and that it 
was divided into several well-organized kingdoms 

I shall now try to point out the extent of the country known as 
Dakshm ipatha The word seems to have been used in some cases for

called Mali imantfalesvara as the fnfaharts ofTfiana 

Among ancient Classical writers Strabo gives a detailed and 
Interesting account of the sever d officers appointed to supervise the 
several branches of administration He says ‘Of the Magistrates, 
seme have charge of the market, others of the city others of the 
soldiery Some superintend rivers, measure land, inspect sluices 
• «Kvd have charge ol hunters Hivy collect Uses and supervise occu- 
pations connected with land Tliey look after public roads and erect 
h pillar to indicate byroads ind distances at every tenth Stadia’’* 
Again we are told that those who have charge of the city arc divided 
into six bodies or five each The first inspect everything relating to 
nidiistri il arts the second entertain strangers assign them lodgings 
and send them out or the country, the third enquire in what manner 
Hid at what time births and deaths occur not only for imposing taxes, 
hut for preventing death, the fourth are occupied with retail and 
b Hter and weights and measures the fifth supervise manufactured 
articles and scU them by public notice the mixture of old and new 
hcvng punished , the sixth collect the ttrrtth pirt of the price of articles 
sotd * We shall compare this interesting account of the gradations 
of officers with Hie one contained in the Arthasustra and then try to find 
out vvhat the Inscriptions tell us about them
